[Excerpt] A deeree approved by the Council of Ministers and published in the 
Journal of the Republic announces the ratification of the agreement concern- 
ing the statute on persons and goods between the People's Republic of Angola 
and the Republic of Cape Verde, pursuant to the goals established in connec- 
tion with the bonds of friendship and cooperation, and aimed at the intensi- 
fication of the fraternal relations that exist between the two peoples. 


This agreement, which applies to citizens who are nationale of the People's 
Republic of Angola residing in the territory of the Republic of Cape Verde 
and to those from the latter fraternal aation in Angola, stipulates, in addi- 
tion to other matters, that “citizens residing in the nation of one of the 
contracting parties shall enjoy, under the same conditions and without res- 
trictions different from those imposed on the citizens who are nationals of 
the other country,” the civil rights of a personal nature, and pertaining to 
work in estate agencies, state enterprises, private entities and other types, 
as well as those pertaining to the exercise of social, cultural, economic 

or professional activities.

SOCLALIST EMULATION MEETING FINDS DECREASED PRODUCTION, ABSENTEEISM

The UNTA 
secretary general recommended that suitable measures should be taken 
against certain leaders who fail to implement the program, since this 
constitutes a violation of the basic principles of union action.

NEW BRIDGE WILL ALLOW INCREASED DLAMOND EXPLORATION

[Rxcerpts) Yesterday morning in Lunda-Norte Province's Luzamba region, the 
Angola Diamond Company (DIAMANG) officially inaugurated a new bridge over 
the Cuango River as well as 4 manmade riverbed~-1,050 meters long, 40 meters 
wide, and 17.7 meters deep--for the same river. 


Those two important undertakings will considerably improve the national dia- 
mond company's exploration activity. Their inauguration was attended by 
party and government representatives: comrade Moises Cipriano, coordinator 
of the Department of Boonomic Development and Planning of the Lunda-Norte 
Party Committee; Major Bento Ribeiro, minister of industry; comrade Bernardo 
Tumba, deputy provincial commissioner of Lunda-Norte; and other officials 
from the Ministry of Industry and DIAMANG, as well as workers and coopera- 
tion workers. 


Makenda Ambroise, the state administrator for DIAMANG, was the only speaker 
at the ceremony. He gave a brief historical sketch of the company's activ- 
ity and of construction of the dam and dike, which have been in operation 


since yesterday. 


Ae far as construction of the bridge is concerned, it will enable the Cuango 
Mining Division to explore a }.8-kilometer stretch of the old riverbed, 
which has an abundance of diamonds that need to be explored. The stretch 
of riverbed in question is located 640 meters above sea level and slopes at 
an angle of 0.26 percent, compared to the Cuango area as a whole, which 
slopes at 0.086 percent. 


The bridge that now crosses the Cuango River is of British make and can 
easily be set up by four men, although 12 are used. It consists of four 
extra-wide reinforced single sections with an extra-heavy steel deck. It 
is 49.89 meters long with a roadbed 4.65 meters wide, and it weighs 136,140 
kilograms. It can easily support loads of up to 110,000 kilograms and can 
thus be croseed by any type of fully-loaded company vehicle. 
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The practice of diverting rivers has long been followed by DIAMANG and 
arises from the need to explore other streams with abundant deposite of 
thie precious stone. Such an operation is more properly within the sphere 
of the Cuango Mining Division, which since yesterday has had one more arti~ 
ficial dike that will enable the company to acoount for a high proportion 
of production levele. Exploration of the Cuango began in the 1960's. 


Until 1974, 87 percent of the Cuango Mining Division's diamond production 
came from the deposits in that river. 


[Ambroise Makenda said), "We still have 6 monthe of work ahead of us. All 
of the company's workers must put forth their best efforts so that we will 
meet and even exceed this year's production schedule, which calle for 
1,400,200 carats.” 


He concluded by saying, “In cubic meters of gravel, we should be processing 
2,848,200 cubic meters, but we are processing only 2,073,940 cubic meters 

of gravel. We must therefore make an even greater effort to reach 6,184,400 
cubic meters. To all of you workers, we recommend discipline, careful con- 
servation of the means of production, and vigilance at the worksite, and 
each of you must feel responsible and needed for the tasks that must be ac- 
complished in 44 hours of work--not 44 hours at work.” 
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TELEVISION, RADIO ASSEMBLY PLANT PRODUCTION

[Excerpta] Yesterday the Radio and Television Assembly Plant (ERT), 
formerly Industrial Alliance, installed a new television assembly line 
in a ceremony presided over by Minister of Industry Maj Bento Ribeiro 
(Cabulo). 


Present as guests were Comrades Lopo do Nascimento, Central Committee 
member and minister of foreign trade; Carlos Alberto Van-Dunem, minister 
of hone trade; Emilio Guerra, minister of fisheries, and other national 
authorities, who thoroughly examined the various sections of that plant 
and in thie way became fully informed regarding its operation. 


Addressing the meeting, ERT manager Sansao Janola recalled that it was 
on that very date, 3 years previously, that our government appropriated 
the Sony-Luz, Ecrel and Industrial Alliance plants, and later the Stereo 
plant, all of which are now part of the ERT. 


During the past 3 years, he continued, they have produced 36,908 radios 
and 1,534 television sets. During the first half of the year, they pro- 
duced only 7,500 radios and 1,402 television sets because the plant had 
been shut down almost 45 days owing to the lack of raw materials. For 
the second half of the year, the ERT plans to manufacture 19,000 radios 
and 4,598 television sets. If the supply of plastic and wooden cases is 
regularly guaranteed, the plant could complete the manufacture of these 
two products ir less than 4 monthe. Another angle, he said later, is the 
lack of proper packing cases for the television sets to assure their 
delivery to users in good condition. 


The Television and Radio Assembly Plant's new television assembly line is 
doing the job with only 73 experienced electric assembler workers. Pre- 
viously, they assembled modele 20 TW 800-2, 20TW 801 L and 14 T 404 
(portable), which was imported partly assembled. Now, these same television 
sets are assembled on the CKD system, and come entirely assem led. 


The ERT is counting on receiving two Japanese technicians and one 
Portuguese for technical assistance and staff training.

COTTON MARKETING CAMPALGN UNDERWAY 
hujumbura LE RENOUVEAU DU BURUNDI in French 31 Jul 80 » 1-2

[Text) On 29 July 1980, COGERCO (Cotton Reserve Fund Committee) Launched 
ite (cotton) marketing campaign in all areas where the plant is grown -- 
that is, inside and outside farming communities on the Ruzizi Plain and 
Lake Tanganyika. 


The operation ia being conducted by three teams operating in the Kabezi 
region in the south, at Nyamitanga in the central area and at Mparambo in 
the north. 


Despite the somewhat tardy etart, 70 tons of cotton were collected the first 
day, which would point to the collection of some 100 tone daily when cruis- 
ing speed ie reached! Such quantities require immediate ginning in order to 
permit storage. The ginning will begin immediately after the opening of the 
campatan (31 July 1980). 


The price has been set at 30 france per kilogram, which puts Burundi in 
second place after Madagascar for the best price offered to planters. 


Planters are therefore asked to provide good drying, guaranteeing that seeds 
will germinate properly. 


Furthermore, at the time of ginning, the cotton sticks to machinery and 
causes obstructions when it is damp. 


Other operations that gust be done properly by the planter during this 
period are sorting, loading and the phytosanitary campaign between seasons. 


Sorting consiete of separating white cotton from the yellow. Loading means 
packing to iac liatate transport. 


Plantere customarily uee sticks to pile cotton in baskets, a method never 
recommended because of the breakage of fibers. 








Concerning the phytosanitary campaign between seasons, officiais note that 
since cotton insects or diseases are generally specific, they may be car- 


fied from one year to the next if the fields are not cleaned 48 rapidiy as 
possible of all plant debris from cotton, 


Rootes must therefore be carefully pulled out and piled with all other debris 
for burning.

PORT PROBLEMS AFFECT TRADE 
Bujumbura LE RENOUVEAU DU BURUNDI in French 31 Jul 80 p 1 
[Article by Callixte Singinkayo: “Burundi Trade in Difficulty") 


[Text) Since mid July, the port of Kigoma has had to slow down operations 
because of crane breakdowns. Salvator Sindayihebura, director of customs, 
and Leonard Yofani, head of the port of Bujumbura, explained the reasons 
to us and told of the consequences we can expect. 


For some time now, cranes at the port of Kigoma have been down and everyone 
knows that loading and unloading problema at the port affect commercial 
trade between Burundi and foreign countries, given the fact that most of our 
exports and imports go through the port. 


Normally, some 6,000 tons of goods are exported monthly, along with 8,000 
tons of zinc and copper from Zaire. For the time being, nearly everything 
is paralyzed. The port of Bujumbura is almost at a standstill. Its activi- 
ties have been marking time because the chain has been broken at Kigoma 
since 15 July. At the present time, solutions are being sought to correct 
the situation. 


Coffee is the product that suffers the most from these circumstances. Since 
15 July, over 2,000 tons of Burundi's coffee that were to be shipped from 
Bujumbura have been stored at the port. The BCC (Burundi Coffee Company) 
does not conceal its concern over this situation, which may cause it to 

lose a great deal of money. 


Actually, the BCC had already signed coffee delivery contracts at very 
advantageous prices. If the first shipment of this coffee is not yet loaded 
on a ship out of Dar-es-Salaam by 31 August, firms that placed definite 
orders may cancel them or modify prices because of the circumstances. 

In any case, Burundi will be the loser. 


Consequently, if the BCC does not manage to export che first shipment of 
2,340 tone within the period of time initially stipulated, the second lot 
of 3,840 tons will also be late and therefore subject to a lower price. 
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lt ta to be hoped that the situation at the port of Kigoma will not peraiat 
for long. Otherwise, Burundi may once again suffer the effecta of its land- 
locked nature, especially as regards exports. 


To date, the northern route (Rwanda-Uganda-Kenya) has not been used to ex- 
port Burundi products except for tea. Furthermore, it is not safe in certain 
regions. 


It is because of the lack of security that part of the coffee from eastern 
Zatre now goes through Burundi and Kigoma.

|\Anewer) Sudan as a nation has dealings with its neighbor Ethiopia. As 

4 sovereign nation it has the right to improve its relations with the Ethio- 
pian nation. However, Eritrea is also a neighbor of Sudan, a neighbor who 
is 4 Strategic and geographic entity which Sudan cannot ignore, just ae it 
cannot ignore an armed struggle on its borders between two African countries. 
Our hope is that the Sudanese-Ethiopian rapprochement will lead to Sudan's 
playing the role of mediator in solving this problem peacefully through 
negotiation. So far, there have been no positive results from thie rap- 
prochement, in the sense that both the Sudanese and Ethiopian presidents 
have gone into the problem of Eritrea separately. The Ethiopian president 
has insisted on considering Eritrea as an indivisible part of Ethiopia. 

We have learned that his concessions are limited to the nine points, in 
other words autonomy similar to what Israel is proposing on the West Bank. 
Thus this rapprochement has produced no change either in Sudan's position 
with regard to Ethiopia or in Ethiopia's position with regard to Eritrea. 
The Sudanese government closed Eritrean offices in Khartoum for security 
reasons during the visit of Mengistu, although after the visit, it permitted 
them once again to pursue their activities. 


As for the rapprochement between Saudi Arabia and South Yemen, it is impor- 
tant to us that good relations exist among all Arab nations, especially 
those next door to us, because Arab conflicts reflect negatively on us. 


in principle we think this rapprochement between Saudi Arabia and South 
Yemen is a positive step, but we don't know Row much this rapprochement can 
benefit us or moderate South Yemen's policy, so it may escape from Soviet 
hegemony which made it send troops to fight both the Eritrean revolution 
and Somalia.

ERITREAN CONFLICT (RADLOCKED APTER 20 YEARS

[Text] The Eritrean conflict, which began 20 years ago, reams to still 
be deadlocked. In the field, the insurrection seems to hae succeeded, 
in 1980, in restoring an equilibrium jeopardized by the large Ethiopian 
offensive of 1978. In the diplomatic sphere, the rapprochement between 
Addis Ababa and Khartoum has still not resulted in negotiations between 
the Derg--the Ethiepian military junta--and the two principal insurgent 
movements, EPLF [Eritrean People's Liberation Front] and ELF [Eritrean 
Liberation Front], aid for which transite via Sudanese territory. 


During May, the visit of President Mengistu to Khartoum (cf LE MONDE, 

27 May), on the occasion of the Lith anniversary of the Sudanese ‘revolu- 
tion,’ was interpreted as a new stage in the process of conciliation 
between the two regimes whose principal dispute centers on Eritrea. It 
might have been thought at that time that the two countries would har- 
monize their views to attempt to quell the continent's oldest and blood- 
jeat armed conflict. 


So far, there has been no sign of thie. Since early 1978, EPLF and ELF 
have been proposing to Addis Ababa a “political settlement negotiated with 
no preconditions.” The Ethiopians, for their part, have never offered 
anything elee than settlements which do not call into question the unitary 
character of their state nor even the political pre-eminence of Addis 
Ababa. In the field, they carried out, in 1978, a series of offensives 
involving several divisions which made it possible for them to retake the 
main urban centers and restore armed convoy traffic on the major routes. 


This gigantic effort, which could not have been undertaken without the 
assistance of massive Soviet military aid, ran up against EPLF resistance 
in Nakfa, in northern Eritrea. In 1979, the insurrection managed to sain- 
tain its supply lines on the Sudanese frontier. It also succeeded in 
fostering insecurity in the countryside and on the roads.

[Excerpts] An ocean-going pilot speedboat dinappeared during the night of 
last Wednesday near Pilot Bar, in the Bay of Maputo. The causes of ites

Search operations have been carried out to locate the boat since the day 
following the incident, involving the use of ships, small aircraft, and 
helicopters, it wae learned on the other hand that 4 storm had been re- 
ported shortly before the point at which the boat ceased to communicate 
both with Pilot Bar and with the naval radio communications center in 


Maputo. 


The incident was recorded around 1900 of that day when the above-mentioned 
boat returned to the port of Maputo, coming from Pilot Bar, where it had 
gone on an assignment, carrying four Mozambican sailors on board, plus two 
pilote, the latter being of Soviet and Portuguese nationality. 


The boat, which was part of a emall flotilla of two picket boats and 
two tugboats, recently purchased in Holland by the government, had left 

Pilot Bar early during the nighc of Wednesday because its crew had been 

called upon to come to the aid of the Mozambican vessel “Chai” which had 
one meter of water in ite hold. 





The “Chai” is a pilot vessel which had dropped anchor on the bar in the 

Bay of Maputo and whose job it was to receive foreign vessels who wanted 

to call on the port of the country's capital. It is assumed that the 
picket boat disappeared on its return trip and that the incident happened 
neat Vasconcelos e Sa buoy and buoy number 3 at th? entrance to the channel.

[Interview with Carlos 8. Gomes, minister of industry, commerce and fishing 
of Sao Principe, by Luise Ubeda, in Havana; date not given) 


[Excerpt] Taking advantage of the visit to our country by Carlos B. Gomes, 
minister of industry, commerce and fishing of Sao Tome and Principe, MAR Y 
PESCA prepared a list of six questions for the distinguished visitor to 
become informed about the present ana future policy to be followed by the 
fishing sector of that country.... 


MAR Y PESCA: We are interested in knowing about your country's situation in 
the fishing sector during colonialiem.... 


Gomes: Only one adjective can describe it: Chaotic. It is enough to know 
that we were never able to determine the number of fishing boats in existence 
or the number of fishermen manning them, auch less the number of tons caught 
in a year. We also lacked general statistical data concerning one or another 
fishing region. However a few studies conducted after independence show that 
there had been about 1,500 fishermen and a very similar number of boats, 

all of wood and with drafts between 4 and 7 meters, which engaged in fishing 
using native methods. 


MAR Y PESCA: What is the present [fishing situation in Sao Tome and Principe? 


Gomes: The colonial structure still persists. We have been able to remedy 
the lack of resources we encountered only in some respects. However, there 
are qualitative advances with respect to the boats. for example, our govern- 
ment bought a versatile freezer-trawler with a draft of 44 meters and a hold 
capacity of 270-280 tons, which was adaptable for use with both surface nets 
and bottom nets, as for shrimp drag fishing. This boat is named "30 de Sep- 
tiembre" in memory of the date the country's lands aad other economic re- 
sources were nationsiized. ina related connection, the Cuban state gave us 
several iron-cement boats which catch fish up to 150 miles from shore; and 
we have been progressively equipping our best native canoes with outboard 
motors.

MAR Y PESCA: What plane are being made by your ministry with respect to the 
development of fishing’ 


Gomes: in the first place, we have taken emergency measures to resolve two 
of the principal problems we are facing: The conservation of fish and their 
ration: 1 distribution, In thie regard, our colonial heritage is also nega- 
tive, including an individualletic attitude on the part of the fishermen, 
But, so long 48 Sea products are the nation's principal food and protein 
source, it is urgent that we establish the conditions necessary for the con- 
servation and distribution of these vital products to all sectors of the 
population 


whit is more, our government is also attempting to develop the fishing sector 
to establish a source of foreign exchange. In short we could say that in one 
sense our plane are directed toward the enrichment of the domestic economy 
through the future establishment of fishing cooperatives and, in another sense, 
toward the export of several quality species to help the country's develop- 
ment program. 


MAR Y PESCA: Are you doing any work to determine the fishing potential of 
your territorial waters’ 


Gomes: Yes. We have several studies which give us an approximation of the 
potential of the Gulf of Guinea. Also, Soviet specialists are conduct ing 
a partial study along these lines; and we are now in contact with them to 
coordinate a more detailed study. 


it is of vital importance to us to have this information; without it, we 
cannot prepare future development plans. 


MAR Y PESCA: What has been the nature of aid from other countries for the 
fishing development of Sao Tome and Principe?’ 


Gomes: We really cannot speak of effective aid so long as we are not informed 
about our fishing possibilities. To ask for aid we must in the first place 
ask for it on objective and clear bases. However, during our trip to Cuba, 
we presented a fishing project to the Ministry of the Fishing Industry which 
lists some sectors in which you can heip us. For example, eight Sao Tome 

and Principe youths are now studying in the Andres Bonzalez Lines Fishing 
Inetitute; and during our visit we have requested additional aid of this kind 
since we need to form technical cadres. 


MAR Y PESCA: We should now like .o know your impression of Cuba's achieve- 
ments in the sector of the fishing industry.... 


Gomes: Look, the Cuban fishing sector is the materialization of a people in 
revolution.

NEW HYDROELECTRIC PLANT TO BE BUILT 
Mbabane THE TIMES OF SWAZILAND in English 28 Aug 80 p 1 


[Text] The Swaziland Electricity Board is taking its biggest step forward 
since its inception in 1963 with a £54 million hydro electric power 
station near the foot of the Malagwane hill in Fzulwini Valiey. 


The annual output of the station of over 90 million kilowatt hours will 
help reduce dependence on imported power, much of it from South Africa. 
The phrase kilowatt hours means electricity units, as charged to the 
consumer. 


An explanation issued to THE TIMES by SEB says that two 10 megawat' turbo- 
alternators will be fed with water diverted from the Usushwana River near 
Siphocosini. 


By the time the station is complete in 1964, the annual requirements of 
SEB's system are likely to be 450 million kilowatt hours of which the 
existing Edwaleni and Maguduza etations contribute only 130 million. 


The Usushwana will be dammed by a 40 metre high rockfill embankment about 
2 km downstream of the bridge on the Mbabane-Mhlambanyatsi road. From 
near the dam wall a 4 1/2 km tunnel will lead the diverted water under 
Lupohio mountain to the Ezulwini valley. From the tunnel, a steel 
pipeline will pass the water to the power station. 


After the water has passed through a turbine it wili discharge into 
rivers which rejoin the Usushwana near Lobamba. The water can then be 
used again in the Edwaleni Power Station and once more at Maguduza. 


The dam near Siphocosini will fill up in the rain season and will be 
gradually drawn down in the dry season. The storage of flood waters 
will allow the Edwaleni and Maguduza stations to increase their outputs 
by 3 million kWh in the dry season of each year as well as improving 
the irrigation potential of the Lusutfu downstream of Maguduza. 


It is hoped to borrow E30 million of total E45 m from international 
lending agencies. Part of the rest of the needs are likely to be 
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jeated by Swaeciland goverment and the Swesllend Netiona! Prevideat 
Fund with SER contributing the balance,

[Text] Kampala--/"Why are you worried about Karamoja’” “Where is it?” “It's 
foolish to go down there."/ In Kampala, one finde very little concern for 
the Northeast Province, which is tra‘itionally left to ite own devices. 


The fact that people are dying of hunger a day's journey by car from the 
capital city does not overly concern the students at Makerere, of whom one 


would like to think better could be expected than the indifference shown by 
other Ugandans. The famine is not mentioned, not even in a single line, in 
the two English-language weeklies, THE CITIZEN and WEEKLY TOPIC, which prefer 
to devote page one to the campaign promises of their respective candidates. 


Thanke to the delayed but massive aid of a number of international organiza- 
tions, the Karajong will apparently be able to escape the worst (effects) for 
at least 6 gonthe. Today, in fact, there is enough food, medicine, and money 
available to save Karamoja in the short run; the UN, which has resumed ite 
convoys of provisions, hopes to send out 500 tons per week, which should be 
sufficient, since the needs of the population of the region are estimated 

at 1,800 or 2,000 tons per month. Still, it is necessary that this sustenance 
be systematically sent out to all distribution centers, which requires coord- 
ination and 4 sini@um of organization in the distribution of relief supplies. 
The absence of 4 responsible government which would normally provide for this 
coordination is permitting the growth of a sort of “war of charities” which 
hinders effective and rapid activity.

jome of these associations, all of whom are doing useful work, remain jealous 
of their prerogatives and are reluctant to pool their resources. They refuse, 
for example, to disclose to WEP the contents of their deliveries of provisions 
to such af extent that distribution centers are awash in boxes of protein bis- 
cults, but totally lacking flour or @ilk. In Kaabong, three nurses from a 
British organization were opposed to the immediate arrival of a French doctor, 
preferring to wait /"for one of oure."/ It ie /true/ that the British do not 
alwaye regard in a kindly Light the French /"intrusion"/, especially military, 
on a former territory of the crown. But London refused to give in to the UN 
request to supply 4 helicopter to keep an eye on the dispatch of convoys of 
provisions. 


The French humanitarian organizations, for their part, have recently met in 
Kampala to divide up the various taske and study the best possible utilization 
of the PUMA helicopters of the army. Thus "Medecine du Monde” and the Order 
of Malta, which are working together, are going to concentrate their efforts 
on the southwestern part of the province, where 17 people are already working, 
while "Medecine Sane Frontieres” will remain in the north at Katido, where 
there are etill only 2, and at Katakwi, near Soroti. 


The aid organizations, however, are conscious of their inadequacy. The re- 
quests sent to Paris, which in addition to the precise military aid approved 
personally by the chief of state has devoted 3 million france to the immediate 
needs of the Karamoja, have sometimes been surprising. Thus, in Kampala, 

the delivery of 300,000 doses of vaccine (against measles, BCG [Bacille 
Calmette-Guerin, vaccine for prevention of tuberculosis], poliomyelitis) was 
in \ain, as the doctors on the scene were scarcely capable of organizing such 
a prevention campaign. Similarly, the installation at great cost of the 
“Hopital Sans Frontieres” for which the government poured out 1 million, does 
not under the circumstances seem a high-priority item. The radiological room, 
installed in a converted cell in Namalu, would certainly be enough to make 
the directors of African [medical] establishments jealous, but it was not 
indispensable. The humanitarian aid of the government, ccordinated on the 
scene by the French ambassador, who had never, before a brief visit by heli- 
copter to Namalu, visited Karamoja, would doubtless have been improved by 
better preparation. The mission of Mr Leclerc, head of /"Operation Uganda"/ 
at the Quai d'Orsay, will perhaps make possible the organizing over a longer 
term of real French-Ugandan cooperation to save Karamoja. in any case it would 
be difficult to understand if the massive and spectacular French assistance 
should stop as suddenly as it began.

The short duration of the tour (1-2 1/2 monthe) of health personnel in the 
field also makes the work of long-term restoration of existing medical etruc- 
tures difficult. There are a considerable number of emall dispensaries in 
the countryside, and it would suffice to re-inetall them and pay local assise- 
tants, to get them back in operation. These para-medical personnel, often 
well-trained, have mostly abandoned their post and sold the stock of pharma 
ceuticals to subsiat. 


if the traditional raids practiced in these more or less uncontrolled areas 
have taken on catastrophic proportions, it is quite obviously the consequence 
of the war which turned the traditional pillagere armed with spears into 
large companies equipped with deadly materiel. The raids in Karamoja are 
giving way to a fruitful traffic with Kenya and Sudan in which even Ugandan 
ministers are participating. 


With the absence of political will in Kampala, the job of saving Karamoja 
also falle intc the hands of the sissionaries who have been established in 
this region for many years, who know it well, and many of whom speak the 
language. However, they also have some reservations as they receive the 
massive outpouring of aid which could forever “vagabondize” the populace. 

It is for this reason that they demanded, when the famine started, a few sym- 
bolic shillings [in payment] in return for any provision of food. Several 
humanitarian organizations did not understand this. 


The EEC, which has furnished | willion hoes to the Ugandan peasants, includ- 
ing 45,000 in Karamoja, understands, for its part, the importance of peasant 
participation. Thus, every hoe ise sold for 35 shillings, a bearable price, 
and the @oney received by the Bank of Uganda must be used to finance other 
agricultural projects. The ERC, which has been involved in Karamoja since 
March, has made a considerable effort to come to the aid of these people, and 
following the fall of [Idi] Amin Dada supplied immediate short-term aid in 
the amount of 110 million francs. 


All the international experts are in fact aware of the reality that the 
Karamoja ordeal is only one of the aspects of the tragedy of a country ad:ift, 
and no partial solution, however generous it may be. can be more than 4 pal- 
liative.
